that a mud worm, such as sometimes creeps 
into the oysters of our coast, gets in under 
the shell for protection, depositing in the 
shell slime and mud. The oyster’s effort to 
protect itself is a strong one, as it proceeds 
to build a shell over the worm, but the 
oyster, first having become diseased, dies. 

The cause of the oyster dying was for a 
long time a mystery, as, upon opening the 
shell, nothing more could be discovered than 
a small irregularity on the inner surface of 
the shell. Upon breaking one of these small 
upheavals open the worm was found, lodged 
under the extra layer of shell. 

The oysters of our coast are attacked by 
a similar worm, but instead of dying from 
the effect are not hurt in the least by it. 

The only remedy for the disease of the 
Australian oyster ig for the dredgers to drag 
it upon the bank, and either place it in fresh 
water or allow it to dry in the sun, after 
which it may be returned to the salt water. 
Both of these processes are tolerably suc- 
cessful, but on account of the low price of 
oysters, never more than 30 cents a bushel. 
for the best, it is scarcely worth the trouble, 
and some other remedy is asked. 

Experts at the ¢ommission are making a 
study of the matter, and it is likely that 
having the best facilities’for study of any 
fish commission in the world their work 
will be successful.

Her 
mother, Mrs. Mary Andrews, is a firm Dowie 
follower, notwithstanding the deaths of ten

the plan as rash and dangerous.“ They 
even venture to predict that Dr. Dickinson 
will get into trouble with the State law. 
They say the plan would lower the stand 
of education for the medical profession. 
“It is a misguided step.“ said Dr. W. A. 
Pusey of the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons. All requirements might as well be 
done away with as to say a man shall gn 
a business experience of five years. The 
successful medical man must have a general 
education behind his professional — str 
It is contrary to the State law regulating 
the granting of a medical degree and also 
contrary to the State law on health. It i in 
violation of the agreement of the association 
of medical colleges.“

REGENERATING LINCOLN PARK. 

One of the new Linqoln Park Commis- 
sioners pointed out last week to a/ TRInUNn 
reporter some ot the disereditable sights 
in the park. He é attention of the 
reporter to drives and gravel walks gullied 
by rains, to weeds which are killing out 
the grass, and to other evidences of untidy 
and shiftless management visible in so 
many places. This commissioner saw and 
was dissatisfied with a state of affairs 
which members of the old board must have 
seen, but which perhaps they did not mind. 
They may not have visited the neatly kept 
South Side parks and compared the methods 
practiced there with the slouchy and neglect- 
ful methods which have, long characterized 
| Lincoln Park management, 

There are 300 Lincoln Park employés 
and yet walks and lawns testify to au 
utter absence of care. Weeds are not pulled 
up ahd holes in drives are not mended. Evi- 
dently these employés were not appointe) 
to do “menial” work, The pay roll last 
year was $169,500, but nothing was kept in 
order. A few years ago the pay roll was 
$117,500 and everything was neat and tidy. 
The park was the pride and pleasure of 
the people. The smaller sum went to men 


to men who did political work. 

It is not to be expected that the new 
Lincoln Park board will reform everything 
ina day. The consequences of years of neg- 
leet and indifference cannot be gotten rid 
of off-hand, but the new board knows what 
has demoralized the park, and it will apply 
the remedy. If there are too many em- 
ployés some will be dismissed, The men 
who draw pay will have to work for their 
pay.

Everywhere else the plank walk is 
under the ban, and all new walks must be 
of stone, cement, or cinders. By permitting 
cinder paths the authorities avoid inflicting 


lying districts who cannot afford cement 
walks as yet. The excellent feature about 
the new arrangement is that it promises to 
put an end to the intolerable series of dam- 
age suits inflicted on the city by people 
|} claiming to have suffered personal injuries 
through defective wooden sidewalks. The 
aggregate of damage claims against the vity 
at present is $3,500,000, on which the inter- 
est alone is $210,000 annually. By far the 
greater part of this sum represents judg- 
ments awarded for real or alleged injuries 
received on defective wooden sidewalks. The 
City Attorney cites the significant fact that 
there is not a single case on record where a 
personal injury claim had its o n on à ce- 
ment or stone sidewalk. Many of the claims 
are fraudulent, but, with broken plank walks 
everywhere making such accidents possible,

As an éscape 
from such injustice he pictures as a possi- 
bility “ the entire organization of the trusts 
no longer ruled by a few multimillionaires, 
but its profits equally, divided among its 
hundreds of thousands of workingmen—a 
realization of the dream of scientific socia]- 
ism.” 

The question as to whois chiefly to manage 
industry and enjoy its fruits as current de- 
velopments mature—whether it is to be capi- 
talist, worker, society, or who—is evidently a 
serious one. At least the three parties men- 
) tioned will of course share, but to whonpwill 
power and benefits fall distinctively? 

When Professor Patrick Geddes—scien- 
tist, sociologist, and eity-builder—of Edin- 
burg was in this country, two and a half 
yéars ago, he expressed unusual compla- 
cency at the trust movement, which was 
then causing much apprehension. He calm- 
ly predicted that the capitalist as such—the 
man of manipulating rather than creative 
power—would in time be peremptorily dis- 
missed by the man of science, who is coming 
daily into more complete and indispensable 
eontrol of industry and commerce.

‘devotee of science and progress, a man of 
iiamined mind, would be moraliged by his 
scientific spirit, and would therefore ad-

MR. ROGERS AND His MILLIONS. 
By the will of the late Jacob 8. Rogers, 
the millionaire locomotive builder of Pater- 
son, N. J., almost the whole of his fortune 
is bequeathed to the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art in New York. This action of the 
eccentric old man is a dip&ppointment to 
his relatives and to the City of Paterson, to 
which he never gave anything. It is a 
windfall for the museum, which finds with- 
in its grasp an unexpected gift of between 
$5,000,000 and $8,000,000, Why Mr. 
Rogers should have chosen this institution 
as his beneficiary it would be difficult to 
guess, ag he never showed any particular.

Such things happen only too fre- 
quently, Some time ago a man left 61,000, 
000 to found a musical college in New York, 
but a ¢ontest over the will consumed the 
whole amount and defeated the object of 
the testator. 

Mr. Rogers would have acted more wisely 
if he had given his money away during his 
lifetime, retaining only enough to live com- 
fortably to the end of his days. Then he 
could have had the satisfaction of knowing 
that his millions went where he wanted 
them to go, That is the only way in which 
any possessor of wealth can be sure of hav- 
ing. his wishes fulfilled. A will is a fragile 
and unreliable thing. But perhaps Mr. 
Rogers found some sort of misanthropic 
pleasure in keeping his relatives guessing 
in regard to his intentions. He seems to 
have been so constituted as to find more 
satisfaction in trying to make a will which 
they could not break than in making his 
donations during his lifetime. This is for- 
tunate for the lawyers, but unfortunate for 
the residuary legatee. The proper time to 
congratulate the Metropolitan Museum will 
be after all litigation is over and after it is 
known how much of its magnificent bequest 
it has been able to rescue from the lawyers, 


DOMESTIC SCIENCE IN SCHOOLS. 
The order of the Board of Education to 
‘drop coeking and sewing from the publie 
schools after Jan. 1 has called forth a spir- 
ited protest in Tue T'n1pune from a mother 
of five girls. This correspondent says if 
something must go it should be one of the 
nseless things. She believes her girls get 
more benefit from the practical instruction 
in the domestic sciences than from anything 
else taught in the schools. One daughter, 
who is in the grammar school, can do her 
own sewing and cook for the entire family. 
The mother looks upon this as a greater 
gain for the girl and a greater lightening 
of her own burdens than any amount of 
book knowledge would be. She urges the 
mothers of Chicago to rise in force and pro- 
test against the dropping of domestic 
aqjence—the one practical branch of manual 
training given to the girls in the public 
schools. 

If the majority of Chicago mothers take 
this view of the subject they should make 
their wishes known, The matter is one that 
they ought to be interested in. It is true 
that cooking and sewing can be taught to 
girls at home, but many busy mothers have 
no time to do it, nor can they afford the 
waste of materials involved. A class of 
thirty or fifty giris will waste little more in 
learning to cook and sew than one girl 
would waste, and a teacher can do in ona 
hour what it would require thirty or fifty 
hours to do if the pupils were taught sepa- 
rately in the homes. 

It the mothers find that the domestic sei- 
ence classes are a relief to themselves and a 
benefit to the giris, it might be better for 
the Board of Kducation to drop out some 
of the more ornamental and less useful stu- 
dies and keep the classes in cooking and 
sewing. Moré might be gained by dispense 
ing with some of the languages or sciences, 
it is worth more to the average girl to know 
how to make her own dresses or cook a 
meal than to have a smattering of a foreign 
tongue or to know how to dissect a grass- 
hopper. if the work done in the domestic 
science classes really has the practical and 
valuable results claimed by this protesting 
‘mother it would be a pity to eliminate it 
from the schools. Undoubtedly the board 
would be willing to change its proposed ac- 
tion if it became convinced that the mothers 
| are unitedly in favor of retaining the cook- 
ing and sewing courses. 


SUMMER LITERATURE, 
So-called “ summer books are frequently 
as déceitful as summer beverages; they in- 
crease rather than quench one’s thirst and 
they leave a sickish taste behind. Yet the 
fountains of literature are overworked in 
the effort to supply this demand for sea- 
sonable books, and the number of summer 
novels that are packed away in tourists’ 
trunks is appalling. 
‘A “light” novel is often heavy in the 
matter of emotionalism, and the lovers of 
them will not permit an author to skim 
lightly over the love passages, though they 
are quite willing that in the matter of ap- 
peals to the reason or intellect there should 
be a decided scantinesas, It is strange that 
many of those people whe demand that 
life during the summer months should be 
on an airy basis, yet who require that their 
summer homes and summer clothing should 
have a certain “style” and artistic quali- 
ty, are quite content to do without these 
qualities in the novels that they chodse.

VENEZUELAN BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 

The current issue of the Century Maga- 
zine contains the second of Grover Cléve- 
land’s Princeton lectures on the Venezuelan 
boundary eortroversy. In it he describes the 
successive steps by which the United States 
became involved in the controversy, with 
he decisive dttion by which this country 


forced the arbitration and satisfactory set- 
tlement of the long-standing trouble. The 
story is told with dignity and historical ac 
curacy. The facts fully justify Mr. Cleve- 
land’s contention that no other honorable 
course was open to the United States than 
the one adopted. 

The first request of Venezuela for aid 
frem the United States was made in 1876. 
The request was renewed at frequent inter- 
vals, and was responded to with repeated 
attempts by the United States to secure 
arbitration, but always in vain, Finally 
Great Britain, in 1895, flatly informed Am- 
bassador Bayard that it could not con- 
sent to any departure from the Schomburgk 
line.” This amounted to a declaration that 


large tract of territory without arbitration 
or recourse of any kind. 

This threw the whole question into a new 
phase; in which “we were challenged to 
take our exact bearings, lest we should miss 
the course of honor and netional duty.” 
The Monroe doctrine was at stake. We 


acquiescence in Great Britain’s pretensions 
would amount to a failure to uphold and 
maintain a principle universally accepted 
by our government and our people as vitally 
essential to our national! integrity and wel- 
fare.” The question was no longer one of 
sympathy for a weak neighbor but of pro- 
tection to our own rights. : 

The result was the famous dispatch by 
Secretary Olney to the British government 
declaring that while the United States 
may not, under existing circumstances at 
least, take upon itself to say which of the 
two parties is right and which is wrong, it 
is certainly within its right to demand that 
the truth be ascertained.” To this Lord 
Salisbury. replied tartly to the effeet that 
“it is a controversy with which the United 
States have no apparent concern.” He ex- 
pressly denied the validity of the claim em- 
bodied in the Monroe doctrine, and he ab- 
serted that the colonization of Venezuelan 
territory by English subjects created a valid 
British claim of sovereignty over such ter- 


ritory. 

Te such an assertion no other reply wav 
possible, if the Monroe doctrine was not to 
be weakly abandoned, than that which 
President Cleveland made by calling upon 
Congress to provide at once for an inde- 
pendent American commission to discover 
the true Venezuelan boundary line. The 
prompt compliance of Congress changed the 
haughty attitude of England and brought 
about the unrestricted arbitration of the 
difficulty and its final settlement at Paris 
two years ago, ‘The whole is an honorable 
chapter of American diplomacy and one 
which Mr. Cleveland well may take pride in 
narrating. It hes given all Huropeans a re- 
spect for the Monroe doctrine which they 
did not have before. 

There has been considera- 
ble agitation in London and Te Tax Site 
certain other British cities Values. 
during the last decade in 
favor of a direct tax upon site values, both 
as a means of raising more local revenue 
and also as a mesure of tax reform. The 
London County Council and one or two other 
public bodies have taken steps toward secur- 


ing Parliamentary authority for levying 
such a tax, and the Royal Commission on 


1896, considers the subject in its final report, 
just published. The majority report holds 
that it would not be ‘equitable to select 
land as a particular class of property for 
special taxation, and that no such tax is 
“required to meet any special expenditure 
incurred by local authorities for the spe- 
cial benefit of land. In a minority report, 
however, signed by five of the fifteen com- 
missioners, containing a much fuller dis- 
cussion of the subject the separate taxation 
of sites for local purposes is pronounced rea- 


crease of taxation upon sites as against im- 
provements is also regarded as likely to have 
the desirable effect of promoting the supply 
of houses and to prove a step in the direction 
of “a more equitable and thus sounder 
basis of urban finance. The policy of 
transferring all taxation for local purposes 
to land has for several years been on trial 
in New Zealand under a local option law, 
and there has recently been considerable 
agitation in New York City fora law which 
would allow somewhat similar action by 
different communities in the Empire State. 
In Great Britain the project for the change 
indicated has arisen out of the practical ex- 
igencies of local administration rather than 
from doctrinaire discussion; and, although 
such a change must take place slowly in any 
place, the movement there for taxing site 
values appears to have a good deal of mo- 
mentum.

PROMISED AUTOMOBILE ROUTES. 
“ Two days ago there arrived in the city 


first of a proposed group of fifty automobile 
buses which it is planned, as soon as they 
ean be constructed and within a few months, 
to have in operation on three regular routes 
radiating from tie business center and run- 
ning, one to Diversey avenue on the north, 
one to Garfield Park on the west, and one 
to Thirty-ninth street on the south. 

The routes have not been definitely lo- 
cated as yet, but La Salle street is men- 
tioned for the North Side, Michigan avenue, 
Sixteenth street, and Lake Park avenue for 
the South Side, and Jackson boulevard, with 
some other street, for the West Side. It is 
| hoped to use the boulevards only in part and 
in the central area of the city, since these 
are alleged not to be good feeding thor- 
oughfares. 

The chief characteristic of the sample 
bus is not its capacity of forty seats but its 
upper deck—a feature which would add 
greatly to its popularity in the warm season 
and even in the milder weather of winter. 
Unfortunately, however, the principal un- 
certainty about the whole project, and one 
which is being resolved by actual tests, is 
as to whether, owing to the various elevated 
railway structures, passengers can be ac- 
commodated safely on the upper deck, Con- 
sidering the height of the six-horse tally-ho 
coaches now operated over the boulevards, 
the second story of this bus should be prac 
ticable, and it is certainly to be hoped that 
it will prove to be so, The almost universal 
preference for “ ontside” seats on coaches 
is only one of many evidences that a “ sec- 
ond story in Chicago public conveyances 
would be welcomed cordially. 

This enterprise, with its definite promise 
of “a seat for every fare,“ will be received 
with expectant approval by the public. 
Whatever may be the ultimate issue as be- 
tween the conveyance moving freely over 
a broad pavement and that moving over two 
fixed rails, there is room and need at present 
for a general trial of the automobile bus. 

One suggestion, however, may well be 
made to the managerse—namely: that in- 
stead of terminating the north route and 
south route at arbitrary points, or by loops 
in the business center, they should be oper- 
ated together as one continuous north and 
south route. The absolute novelty and the 
enhanced convenience of such a route would 
be recognized instantly by the public.

HE schoolteacher of today will no doubt 
de interested in knowing how the in- 
come of the teacher of my time was 
secured, | 
The country teacher was pald in a 
different way from the teacher in a town 
like the one in which I had so many exper!- 
ences. As you know, there were no public 
schools in our State when I was teaching, 


consequently every tuition was paid. While | 
the parents of 05 per cent of my school were 


able to pay, the credit system was in vogue 
and: governed all transactions. Commer- 
cial accounts usually ran twelve months. 
The cash transaction was a rare exception. 

I made my terms payable every three 
months, 
ning the rst Monday in September. It will 
no doubt cause a smile to know that the tui- 
tion wae the same for all pupiis. The boy 
whose studies consisted of the rudiments 
paid, or had paid for him, the same amount 
as the boy who was in the higher branches 
or in the classical course. 
tom of all private schools. The terms were 
$40 for the ten mont If the scholar quit 
during the term he paid up to that time. 

In the beginning 1 had some curious ex- 
periences. I was a stranger when I came 
to the town, I had to do my own drumming. 
to use a commercial term. I went among 
those who had boys and presented my cre- 
dentials. I may be pardoned, even at this 
late day, for saying that my alma mater was 
one of which 1 had reason to be proud. My 


cHentéle, or what afterward became my 


clientéle, was satisfied with my ability to 
teach. But it wanted to know something 
about other things which in this age are not 
the slightest consequence. The first thing 
about which I had to satisfy the parents 
was as to my politics, not my party affilia- 
tion, but as to whether I was loyal to the 
South. One of the great issues of that time 
was the extension of slavery into certain Ter- 
ritories, 

How do you stand on the Kansas-Nebras- 
ka bill?’ was one of the questions asked. 

“What do your think of the Dred Seott 
decision?’ was another. ; 

“ Will you be willing to go over into Kan- 
saw if it decomes necessary and help oust 
the squatters at the polls?“ was another. 

Having satisfied the people that I was, in 
the coinage of that time, all right on the 
goose, politically, I was asked, rather dip- 
lomatically, as to my religious affiliations. 
I found less charity among the brethren of 
the various denominations then than there 
is now. For example, I recall one godly 
man, who was a minister, He had four sons 
whom he was willing to sign provided I would 
agree that there should be no tolerance of 
Catholicism in my school. 

He was offset by a merchant in the town 
who had two sons. He was a Roman Cath- 
olle. He was equally as anxious to have 
an assurance that nothing should be said or 
done in my school that would in the least 
disturb the faith in which his sons had been 
started. 

There was another man in the town—you 
know him well—who was an infidel. You 
know he was a man who stood high in his 
profession, He was a charming man person- 
ally. Broad as he was in many respects, he 
was uncompromising in his heterodoxy. He 
did not ask me to take up his views. But he 
insisted that I should promise that no script- 
ural readings or any other recognition of 
God should be allowed in my school. To 
this I could not assent. As long as I taught 
or as long as his three sons were of scholastic 
age they never entered my school. 

I may say, without any disposition to dis- 
turb the belief of any one, that his three 
sons, later in their lives, Became churchmen. 

I must have passed two months in can- 
vassing before I secured the number of pu- 
pils I desired, fifty.

anti-pooling provisions of the interstate commerce law and the federal anti- 
trust law have done more to precipitate. railroad consolidations than any 
other one thing in the history ofthe business. The attempted remedy made 
the evil. worse than before. Better to have an illegal railway pool, as at 
common law, with occasional rate wars, than for railroad owners to form 
continental monopoly corporations.

That is precisely What has hap- 
pened to the disturbing personality whem they orig- 
inally denounced as the New Woman—general- 
ly with capital letters and sometimes in italics, 
First of all, these sticklers for antiquity said the 
New Woman was not true. It was not true to say 
that women had the same mental faculties as man, 
and that those faculties could be trained and or- 
ganized in the same way as the intellects of the so- 
called superior sex. Then, when certain feminine ad- 
denda appeared in connection with the cluas lists at 


the universities, and women began to make their mark in the world, they . 
* ghifted their ground, and said that even if the New Woman were true she 


was not new. It was a contradiction of terms, of course, and spoiled their 
own epithet; but that did not matter. The New Woman was not new, but 
old — two centuries old at least. 

Quite recently an Euglisb newspaper, plunging into the midst of this 
controversy, started on its quest of the protoplastic New Woman. Who 
was the germ? ‘They answered their own question by fixing on Mary As- 
tell, who, in 1694, published A Serious Proposal to fhe Ladies,” and fol- 
lowed this up, in 1697, with“ A Defense of the Ladies.“ Her ehiet aim, add- 


ed this authority, was the establishment of a college for women, and in 


this she was supported by Lady Elizabeth Hastings, whose support took the 
substantial and satisfactory form of a £10,000 donation. Some authorities 
hold that this truly regal contribution was actually offered by the Queen 
herself; but the project was stopped by Bishop Atterbury, and the reason 
for his interference serves at once to show the difference between Mary. 
Astell's proposed college and those which have beeome accomplished 
facts in the present day. It was, indeed, a good deal more like an or- 
thodox nunnery than a ladies’ college, as we understand the latter term; 
and it was on account of its papistical tendency that the idea was op- 
‘posed by Bishop Atterbury. Indeed, Mary herself went a long way 
towards owning the soft nnn. Her college was confessedly de- 


ore legislation against trusts must not only be directed against the evil, 
vat it must be right and just in itself. 

I believe that whenever a corporation desires to issue stock or bonds in 
payment for property or services instead of cash, either directly or indi- 
rectly, it should be required to make a showing to the Circuit Court et the 
county in which it is located, asking for authority so to do, and the amount 
ot securities authorized by the court to be issued in payment for the prop- 
erty or services described ought not to exceed their fair cash value. The con- 
solidation of corporations and the sale or lease of their entire business or 
property should have the st®ctest supervision by the State. It should not 
be permitted except on application to the Cireuit Court and after showing 
to the court's satisfaction that such consolidation, sale, or lease will not tend 
to promote monopoly. 

The federal government possesses constitutional powers of the greatest 
importance for suppression of the trust evil, It has been abundantly dem- 
onstrated that a great factor in the growth of monopoly and the suppression 
of competition is the preference which railroads give to certain customers 
over their rivals. The federal government has power to extinguish this in- 
justice, just as much as the State has the power to prevent murder. The 
interstate commerce law has proved to be defective, but there is no valid 
excuse for the adjournment of any Congress without making scientific im- 
provements in that law. If it were made impossible for the Standard Oi! 
company or the steel trust and similar corporations, by threats, bribes, 
or other means, to secure preferences over others engaged in the same busi-

Booth, a number of years after I left the stock com 
easy to get along with, but exacting when it came 
reserved, and dignified, the members of his company never grew to be on inti- 

mate terms with him. You often hear an actor say that he enjoys playing a certain part. 

Much of that joy is assumed for interviewing purposes, for a part becomes wearisome 

after it has been played repeatedly. But there was one part of which I never tired, and 
that was Othello, when I was playing it opposite Booth’ 

Iago to Othello as a playing part. I used to play to Booth instead of to the audience. 
For all the hard work of the stock companies, the average actor got a salary of from

You must have left the windows 
on the cold.” 
‘That is the way the business-man of the future will talk to His office boy 
when he comes down on a hot July morning. At least he will if the idea of 
Dr. R. Ogden Doremus of New York. City is carried out. Dr. Doremus wants 
offices and stores as well az. houses cooled in summer just as they are heated in 
winter. Not fn the same way, of course, but to the same end—that of producing comfort. 
Dr. Doremus says that man produces by artificial means a warm temperature in his 
house or office, no matter how cold the weather may be outside. So the doctor says that 
man is also able if he be so inclined to produce cold. by artificial means that will keep 
the office as comfortable in summer as itis in winter. Here ig what the doctor says: 
Why, if they ean cool dead hogs in Chicago, why can’t they cool the live bullsand 
bears on the Stock Exchange? I desire to Rwaken the attention of the public to methods 
of artificial cooling which have been in use in the United States for thirty years, Large 
breweries and abettoirs in Chicago and New York and other large cities in this country 
and in Europe employ liquefied ammonia for cooling purposes in place of ice, For the 
purpose of cooling buildings iron pipes decorated in accordance with the walls and 
color scheme #hould be run through the rooms near the ceiling. One end of the pipe 
would be connected with a cylinder of liquefied ammonia, in which, on opening a stock 
cock, the ammonia would be released, pass through the pipes and cool them. It would 
be delivered frém the other end of the pipes into another cylinder partly filled with 
Water, and would instantly be absorbed and then reliquefied. In this way it can de 
used over and over again. As the temperature of the air in summer would have to be 
reduced only 20° or 25°, say — or 95° to 70°, the expense of cooling would be

Well known that underground rooms and cellars were cool in summer. but at the same 
time no one appears to be eager to move into them. The trouble is that these places 
“produce an unnatural chill of the body that is lable to result in lunes. 

Other experts thought that Dr. Doremus’ schema to cook office buildings in summer 
by means of piped ammonia was economical, safe, and entirely practicable. They main- 
tain that this method has been so long and so ‘satisfactorily used in packing-houses and 

_ breweries that its success, It used to keep offi ces at @ more pleasant temperature, gan be 
predicted absolutely, Their plan would be to hang a false ceiling a foot dnd a half from 


the true ceiling, with a space of-eighteen inches between its edges and the walls. If 


three or four pipes containing refrigeratin g fluld zun between these ctwo cellings the 
temperature of the room can be lowered as m uch as desired. The hot air rising to the top 
of the room comes in contact with the am monia pipes, which can be ata temperature 
of 10° below zero. The air sinks as it becomes cdldér. atid more Hot air Pees to take its 
place. Some of the objections raised to this plan are that on thé grounds that the ee 
forming around the ammonia pipes and then, melting would make the aip somewhat 
1 and that going from the hot street into a cod office would be dangerous to the 
ealth. 
Mr. Roche of the firm of Holabird & Roche, architects, sai@ that, whilethe had no 
doubt that better plans of cooling buildings would be adopted in the future to those 
used now, still he did not believe that the ammonia process would solve the problem. 
He seid a refrigerator was not a pleasant pl ace to stay in, and he did not belleve that 


refrigerated offices would ever become popu lar. A room fitted with ammonia pipes would ? 


have to be kept closed or the coolness would be dissipated oh the warm Outside aif. 
All the windows and transoms would have to be fastened tight ahd ventilation furnished 
by special appa#atus, which would necessarily be expensive. The cooling arrangement 
and machinery would also be a large item of expense to install, besides the sum they 
would cost to keep running. , 

It would not be possible to use for cooling purposes the same pipes used in winter 
for steam. The steam pipes must be near the floor so that the warm air will rise and 
the whole room heated. On the contrary, the cooling pipes for the paseage of the am- 
monia gas must be near thé cetling, as the cold alr Will fall. So dhe dreams of the mae 
who thought that the gamejset of pipes could be used for steam in winter and 
in summer cannot be realized until cold alr ceases to fall and hot air to rise. Bi 
Mr. Roche said that a modern building properly ‘ventilated was usually, comfortable 


in summer, except during exceptionally hot speels, and that even then an office on d 


| shady side of the building and with an electric fan or two would always be cool and com: 


~,..« fortable. He thought the cold,clammy feeling imparted by a refrigerated room would 


be almost worse to endure than warm air. Mr. Roche said there were several basement 

restaurants in Chicago which did not have much outside air, and that, therefore, would 

be close and uncomfortable in summer were they not equipped with cooling apparatus. 
In the system employed in these restaurants, however, ammonia pipes are not used. 


The ‘air’ is chilled in 4 rear room by means of ice and ammonia ice machines, and then 
. i“ carried by large pipes to the rooms which are to be kept cool. This is also the plan em- 


ployed by several theaters which make a specialty. of keeping their auditoriums coul 
and pleasant, no matter what the temperature is outside. 


Several architects believe that in time the ammonia pipe method. of cooling rooms 
would come into general adoption and be a recognised part of every building. The i 


system would not be carried so far as to turn every office room into a refrigerator fit 7 


for the storing of dressed meat, however, the only object beipg to cool the alr and make 


living in a down-town office more comfortable. These men insist that the crammy 
effect of a refrigerator would be the thing not @esired and not almed at. The office Win- 
do ws could be kept open to catch every passing breeze and large ventilators would can 
away the used air. But in the false ceilfng overhead would be the ice-covered ammosié 
pipes continually cooling the hot air rising from below and dropping it back at a greatly, 


reduced and more pleasant temperature. 
Chilled air forced through pipes just as heated air is sent througt pipes from 4 
furnace would also da much towards making offices in summer more comfortable. Arche 
itects and builders are conservative, and ag the cost of experimenting with a 
pipes in a big office buliding would entail a large sura of money, of eourse it may be some 
time before a building will be put up equipped in such a fashion that the rooms in it wil 
de cool in summer as well as warm in winter, W 
If the success of the ammonia pipes in cooling office bulidings at small expense Is 
once demonstrated satisfactorily, however, it would not be lang before alll bupdings 
would have to be equipped in that way. It does not sem reasonable that a0 gm 
should not be artificially cooled as well as artificially heated. The object in both cage 
is the same—comfort. People who swelter these July days in stifling offices will dewoury 
hope that the day is not far distant when they can “ turn on the cold and sit in comfort 
with the delicious cool air falling like a benediction from the ammonia pipes ov

heir Seven great gods, which Dr. Carus has 

Teproduced. Even this sacred temple had 
its seven stories. 


Pr. Carus says of this flgure: The num- 
Der seven is popular among all the nations 
of the world because of the number of the 
Gays of the week, which are the fourth part 
of the circuit of the moon round the earth. 
The moon is the natural calendar ef man. and 
its phases offer the most convenient mode 
of, Caiculating time and determining dates.

Chained to this mode of thinking by the 
terms of language, the three worlds are mul- 
tiplied and seven worlds are known—the 
midworld, the under world, the upper world, 
the north world, the south world, the east 
world, and the west world. All tribal peo- | 
ples, savage and barbaric alike, believe in 
these seven worlds as departments or pa- 
vilions to the world of firmament and earth. 

Under these circumstances, writes Dr. 
Carus, we need not wonder that a great 
number of arbitrary enumerations fixed 
themselves upon the number seven. We 
have seven sages in Greece, seven argonauts, 
and seven wonders of the world. The 

lelades, which happen to consist of seven 
stars of great intensity, are deemed a con- 
stellation of special significance and power.” 

He shows that the ancient Babylonians & 
associated seven of their great gods with 
the seven planets.

a picture of the seven gifts of the spirit. rep- 
resented in female heads; the spirit of wis- 
dom is placed at the top, and wears a crown 
on her head. Besides the name ef the gift. 
each representative figure bears an appro- 
priate sentence, and the circle of these seven 
little figures is completed by a hand repre- 
senting the presence of God the Father send- 
ing out twelve rays of light corresponding 
to the twelve aposties. The figures of Faith, 
Hope, and Charity occupy the center of the 
circle, and Charity, being the greatest of the 
three, is distinguished by a crown. The 
other six gifts are understanding, the 
strength of patience, the bliss of piety, the 
wisdom of counsel, the knowledge of temper- 
ance, and the power of the Lord.“ 

He shows that often in biblical text the 
fraction three and one-half is made to repre- 
sent the half of à cycle, and he cites among 
others Daniel's prophecy as to the scattering 
of the holy people, which shall be for a 
time, times and an half,“ which he construes 
as three and one-half years.

All farmers are familiar with the gambols 
of young horses, asses, and sheep; how they 
delight to run after each other round and 
round the barnyard pasture. Cats enjoy the 
exercise of jumping, quite as much as do lit- 
tle girls their skipping rope. This exercise 
in after life stands them in good stead when 
they wish to pounce upon their prey or to 
flee from their natural enemy. Chamois 
have been observed to go through a some- 
what lengthy game of sliding down a moun- 
tain side, They crouch down, work all fours 
as in a swimming movement, to get the nec- 
essary impetus, then glide down to foot 
of the declivity on the surface of t how. 
Arriving at the bottom they spring to their 
feet. clamber to the top of the hill, and de- 
lightedly take a second, a third, and a fourth 
coast. 

Dogs find a variety of movements pleas- 
urable. Every puppy has the run fever, 
running aimlessly and objectlessly about a 
room or garden, walking, looking neither 
to the right hand nor to the left, and having 
no end of fun. A bulldog of a noticeably 
philosophical temperament showed, as some 
cther dogs have done, that he possessed a 
marked propensity for promenading. Al- 
though unmuzzled dogs are not permitted 
at large in his city, Heidelburg, he would 
stroll away, past the police station, enter 
the gardens of the palace, and go to all sorts 
of other regprts forbidden to canines, great- 
ly to his master’s discomfiture, but always 
returning in the best of moods as a conse- 
quence of his walk. 

The movements of monkeys in the zoo have 
become familiar to many. They are particu- 
larly prone to athletics. They climb, they 
leap, they swing, they dance, A female ape 
on shipboard danced with such perfect aban- 
don and so rapidly that it was quite impos- 
sible for the spectator to tell her arms from 
her tail and her tail from her legs. Then she 
would stop for a time to gaze down upon her 
admiring witnesses. She nodded to them 
familiarly, wrinkled up her nose, and made 
comical, low, short noises. Or she would 
suspend herself firmly by the tail and swing 
gayly to and fro. 

In their natural state monkeys have often 
been observed to find the keenest pleasure in 
springing from one branch to another of a 
tree or to pass in that way from one tree to 
its neighbor. They frequently leap over long 
spaces unnecessarily, just for the enjoyment 
it affords them, making detours in their 
course for the purpose of putting themselves 
in the way of an y lengthy 
bound, 

The gorillas love to dance on the trees in 
the forests. One small being of this species 
apparently grew perfectly intoxicated over 
his Terpsichorean gymnastics and behaved 
like a tipsy human, falling all over himself, 
side to side, and whirling

Hunting plays or the chase are governed 
conspicuously by the instinct for procuring 


lay fel 
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nutriment; they are an obvious preparation 
for the struggle for existence. Yet many 
domestic animals who do not require that 
this tendency be developed, for they will 
have their food always set before them, in- 
dulge in them equally with the wild animals. 
Their instinct for them is inherited. The. 
animals have their sport with actual, live 
prey, with live mock prey, or with inanimate 
mock prey. 

Every family possessing a good mouser 
has seen a cat with its mouse, greatly relish- 
ing the amusement she derives from teasing 
her victim. All the cat family practice simi- 
lar tortures upon their prey. They pretend 
to set the wretched creature at liberty only 
to pounce upon it again and again, until 
finally it dies from exhaustiomand wounds. 
A certain little marten was observed to 
play with the little birds which it made its 
food. It liked still better to tease marmots 
when they were about.. He struck them 
first with one paw then with the other, until 
they perished. If hungry he ate them at 
once, without further ado. * 

Little dogs share the honors of animal teas- 
ers whenever they find mice to play with; 
and foxes are notorious as tormentors of 
their prey. Once a jaguar came out of the 
woods near a village where two children 
were at play and began to deal blows upon 
the little boy, first on one side then on the 
other until the blood gushed forth. But the 
child’s companion, a Nttle girl, boldly seized 
a stick and chased the animal back into the 
forest. The jaguar was treating the boy 
just as cats treat mice. 

Dogs are espectally noteworthy in plays 
with mock live prey. They appear to know 
full well that they are pretending. They 
lie in wait for another dog when he comes 
into sight, hide, invite him to play; both in 
the combat practice deception, one flees, the 
other pursues; there is an overtaking, a seiz- 
ure, and a defense. One dog there was who 
doted upon playing hide and seek with some 
babies. Just as the children thought they 
were going to catch him he would spring 
twenty or more yards away in front of them 
or to the side or behind. There he would 
stand, the sauciest hypocrite in the world, 
with an air of the most careless indifference, 
until the children would again approach 
him, when, presto, wagging his tail, away 
he would go on another involved zigzag chase. 

* — 

Young wolves are fascinating little creat- 
ures at play. They frisk about merrily with 
their parents on the fresh grass of the 
meadows, small bright eyes glancing from 
side to side, little heads popping first out of 
one hole and then out of another. Brothers 
ané sisters love to tease each other, romping 
and gamboling, and rapidly acquiring the 
agility for which they later become noted. 

A young badger and a small dog were great 
playfellows. The badger would rear and 
charge upon the pup, who stood about six- 
teen paces off, striking the dog on the side. 
The dog would then leap over the badger, 
submit to two or three attacks, then compel 
the badger to chase him round and round the 
garden. Sometimes the badger would lose 
his temper, and stop himself in the chase, 
shake his head, while his hair bristled out, 
and strut about like a proud peacock. Butin 
a few moments the hair would smooth down, 
and with a few good-natured grunts he would 
shake his head playfully and resmue the 
game. Goats play hide and seek with the 
village children of Europe, and foxes and 
squirrels have similar sports among them- 
selves, while the mother martens carry on 
the same sort of frolics with their young. 

— 


The games with inanimate objects for prey 
we have all seen when the frolicsome little 
kitten toys with every leaf, ball, fluttering, 
rolling, or in any manner moving thing within 
her ken. She also plays with her mother’s 
tail and ears while they are in motion. It is 

a commonplace how dogs run after every- 
thing that moves before their eyes whether 
it is a wagon, a person, a stone, or what not. 
They run after their own tails, too, until they 
drop from dizziness. They make prey of a 
cleth or cord, shaking them as if they were 
the neck of some hunted animal. They toss 
inanimate objects into the air as if to give 
them motion, like sticks, and make prey of 
different portions of their master’s or mis- 
tress’ garments. Who has not seen a lady’s 
favorite poodle pull back her skirts to pounce 
upon her black boots? 
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Fighting plays are frequently preparatory 
to courtship. The most rudimentary form is 
teasing. There were two jovial baboons who 
experienced the liveliest delight in provoking 
some little apes. They flew at the miserable 
small animals, pulled their tails, poked into 
their ribs, tugged at their hair. A monkey 
was often seen worrying a sleeping dog by 
pulling at his tail to wake him and vex him, 
succeeding in his double aim with signal 
triumph. A raccoon did the same thing with 
a somnolent badger. The badger was pecked 
in the hind legs just sharply and frequently 
enough to be kept awake. When he turned 
around the badger was gone, but as soon as 
he composed himself for sleep his tribulations 
were again visited upon him. Colts like to 
tease their masters. They run up amiably 
toward them, stand quietly, rearing their 
heads aloft, then suddenly spring back, view- 
ing their masters with threatening aspect. 

— 

Baby animals derive paramount delight in 
tussling with each other. Puppies make 
awkward onslaughts upon their playmates, 
seizing each other’s throats. Cats, tigers, 
jaguars, leopards, hyenas all do the same, 
the last showing themselves particularly 
amiable toward their comrades. Bears stand 
erect to wrestle. They hug each other, roll 
about, dealing cuffs right and left. Even 
animals not inclined to wage serious warfare 
as adults enjoy playful conflicts in their 
childhood. Horses, for example, donkeys, 
zebras, dash madly across the plains, rear 
up against each other, and practice number- 
less pranks with their comrades. Calves, 
goats, kids, lambs, do likewise, while sea- 
bears squabble just like the puppies. The 
father forms a sincerely interested spectator, 
kisses and licks the victor, and encourages 
him to do greater things by entering upon a 
mock contest with him himself. 

As adults many animals continue in this 
sportive belligerency, consciously playing a 
part. Seals open their mammoth jaws, howl- 
ing crossly at each other, but ending by 
lying down placidly side by side and licking 
each other, as if to administer caresses. 
The cattle of the Alps and dogs act simi- 
larly. They manifest the utmost zest in the 
contest while it is in progress, attacking 
each other vigorously, but the issue is met 
with equal indifference by both combatants, 
the victor showing no vaingloriousness, and 
the defeated rival apparently not in the least 
ashamed. Bears feel an especial interest in 
pugnacious games. 

By nursing plays Professor Groos means 
those which evince a somewhat maternal 
or paternal instinct. Some monkeys have 
been known to take sticks of wood and other 
inanimate things and put them to bed and 
care for them during a whole day, just as 
little girls do with their dolls. A dog who 
had watched over the poultry of his master 
one day brought an egg into the kitchen in 
which a chick was trying to break the shell. 
The dog helped it out of the shell with his 
tongue; then stuck his tongue into water 
and, by curling up its end, made a cup out of 
it for the chick to drink from. He tended 
the little baby with unremitting care, and 
when it had developed into a full-sized hen 
and was maltreated by the other fowls of the 
barnyard it would fly up on to the dog’s back 
for protection and peck him caressingly. 

A shepherd dog had a habit of biting into 
the hind leg of any wayward sheep, the ap- 
proved manner of reprimand employed by 
all good cellies. There was one sheep, how- 
ever, to whom be would never inflict this

ARIS, June 28.—Paris was pith- 
ily summed up to me the other 
day, not by a Parisian, how- 
ever, as plain-ekirted, flat- 
Sleeved, and bounteously bo- 
leroed.” As usual with epi- 
grammatic speeches, the de- 
scription is toe sweeping, yet 
it comes near enough to the 
truth to bear repeating. ä 

However much a Frenchwoman’s skirt 
may be trimmed, the clinging effect is re- 
tained. The “ frou-frou of frills is only at 
the foot; shaped or godet flounces are the 
rule; plaits are mostly perpendicular, and 
stitched flat; and by far the greater number 
of sleeves are close-fitting, at least to below 
the elbow, the coat sleeve and the pagoda 
being preferred to all others. This is for 
out-of-doors; se far as the sleeve is con- 
cerned, indoors one sees all manner of lovely 
things, in puffs and flowing draperies in me- 

dieval styles. 

While the wasp waist is a thing of the past, 
and the waist line is ne longer drawn in, the 
general effect is slender, willowy, graceful, in 
short, what the French call svelte. Narrow 
belts are in the ascendant and are to be ad- 
mired, especially when passed through an 
elongated buckle at the back.
